Meiribers of the American Council for Judaism who will be meeting this year in 
Houston, Texas, for their Fourteenth Annual Conference, would be honored if 
you saw fit to mark the occasion with a message. Our Ccnference is scheduled 
for Thursday, Friday, Saturday and Sunday, March 13, m, 15 and 16, 

As you may know, the American Council for Judaian is a rational organization of 
Americans of the Jewish faith who reject, for themselves, the special national 
rights in and obligations to the state of Israel with which Zionism seelra to 
endow all Jews, In Houston, we shall be expanding our program of providing 
opportunity for expression in the fields of public affairs, religious education 
and philanthropy; in ways consistent with the universal values of Judaism as 
well as the democratic tradition of individual rights and a clear separation 
of church and state. 


We believe our program takes on p)articular interest this year, because of e 
growing recognition on the part of thoughtful people everywhere, of the need 
for distinguishing between Judaism (a religious faith) and Zionism (a worldwide 
political movement). This need, first emphasized by us fifteen years ago. Ip 
increasingly referred to by informed observers as one of the fundamentals 
underlying the Arab-Israeli crisis in the Middle East, a crisis -Uireatening 
the peace of the world.
